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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lavi in 

view of Huff. Lavi discloses in Figure 1 and in the specification a panel assembly 

comprising a panel which is retained within a frame. Lavi fails to disclose that the frame 

has first and second sections which attach together such that the panel is positioned 

between the sections. Huff discloses in Figure 3a and in the specification a panel 

assembly comprising a panel and a frame having a generally annular shape including 

first and second sections, where the frame includes tabs and mounting holes on each 

frame section which allow for a snap fit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-7 and 13-14 are allowed. 

Claims 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 is allowable essentially for the reasons set forth by applicant. The 
amendments to the claim have overcome the prior art, as there is no suggestion of a 
first section of the frame having an inwardly extending ledge and a second section of 
the frame having first and second riges which interact with each other and with the 
panel in the manner recited. As a result, claim 1 and its dependents are allowed. Claim 
10 and its dependents contain allowable subject matter because there is no suggestion 
of a means for retaining each tab in the notch as recited. Under 25 USC 112, p.6, 
means-plus-function limitations are examined in light of the specification, to determine 
whether the prior art discloses a structure that performs substantially the same function 
in substantially the same way. Huff does not disclose any such structure, nor does any 
other prior art. As a result, claim 10 and its dependents contain allowable subject 
matter. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 25, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Huff discloses in Figure 3a at least two tabs and associated 
notches; one at the top and one at the bottom. Figure 3b also discloses at least two 
tabs 54a on one section, and corresponding notches 54b to allow attachment of the 
frame sections around a panel. To the extent that Huff discloses tabs and notches 
which extend around the perimeter of each frame section, which is unclear, they are still 
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considered to be four tabs and notches, which are adjacent to each other, 
claims 8 and 9 are suggested by the prior art.
